Every one of them might be a lit- 


erary lounger ns far as his appearance Is 
concerned. 
Immaculate boota, spotless 


linen and highly polished top hat—all pro- 
claim that they do not by any means give 
all their time to'' business,'' and that If all 
U hurry and Industrial fervor at their of- 
floes they at least will not stoop to become 
a part of It for more than four or five 
hours a day. 


As for the proprietor himself, he Is of- 


tener than not a true ran arts at the es- 
tablishment His bead clerks and confi- 
dential men come to him In his pleasant 
eonntry villa or city palate when he de- 
sires Information. He pays wages of su- 
perintendence and has forgotten, If he 
ever knew, the name of his bookkeeper. 


I have so many large Paris establish- 


ment* In my mind while writing this that 
mentioning one or two would be of no 
use. But In one of tie largest soap and 
perfumery house* In the world, that fairy- 
land of color and fragnnce that looks out 
upon the Place de la Madeleine, one of the 
severe reminders of the employee* consists 
of a sign banging near the door—"Mes- 
sieurs the eJerka are prayed to recall that 
not more than two hours can be allowed 
daring the summer for dejeuner." 


And even in the large department 
stores, which the French believe to be un- 
etjualed for sice and convenience by any 
Bothers In the world, such a thing as a clerk 
working overtime or curtailing his mid- 
day meal for any purpose whatsoever has 
never, I am acsured, been beard of. In 
the store clerks and accountant* are obliged 
to attend to their monotonous but never 
hurried duties. The moment a certain 
gong strikes they don their glossy high 
bats, change their fihort coats for the 
courtly length required on the boulevards 
and Immediately seek their favorite restau- 
rant or cafe, where they become gentle- 
men of leisure, "rentiers," and talk ot po- 
litical atTiiirs or the last salon, with high- 
ly judicial air and critical eyo, as If there 
wen- not yards of ribbon and silk waiting 
for their hands during the afternoon. 


All this is very fine, and nobody would 


i wish it replnced by a different system per- 


haps 
But It Is not what we Americans 


call ' business " It is not in accord with 
' the persuasion that time Is money, and 
the-i1 polite loungers, swaying and Idling 


I in their chairs while the sun on high Is 
i attending strictly to his daily work, do 
i not In lp tn give Paris the atmosphere of a 
' beehhe 
The newcomer's first impression 


is thftt every class of Parisians rest and 


i recuperate and talk "affairs" at least two- 
i. thirds of the day.

i houses is equally so of the small tmdespeo 
I pie. If you are coming to Paris to live 


for some months, be warned and do not 
try to have the affairs of your menage 
progra» between the hours of 11 and 3. 
The charbonnier will not bring your coal, 
the grocer and batcher will not deliver 
orders, and the concierge, paid to attend 
to your wants, will not bring up letters, 
papers or packages between the limits 
mentioned. 
That interval almost uni- 


versally and quite Inexorably belongs tn 
each person, however humble be his state, 
born in the free and lazy air of Franca 
The sun, as before hinted, is the only cos- 
naological adjunct which agrees to con- 
tinue business. The household servants 
are perhaps tho only exception, and they 
get indemnity by going off every after- 
noon the moment the work Is done to take 
a "petite promenade aa soleil." Unless 
you allow your servants this "right, "as 
they consider it, you will get hut poor 
service and little faithfulness from them. 


The very omntbuJM go slower and an? 


greatly reduced In number, the great de- 
pot* are deserted and the resting locomo- 
tives snore softly under the great Iron 
arches, the long freight trains behind 
them packed to bursting for those who are 
out yonder In the green country waiting 
for the goods they have ordered. But the 
freight trains, too, are waiting, waiting, 
wnlting. und it will be 8 or S o1clock be 
fore the warning whistle blows once more. 
The fn> torles of the Gobelins and those at 
Sevrrs, the ministerial offices and tho tnle 
graph burmn—all arc wrapped in a slestn 
iu> deep HS CUT clasped In Its drwuny em 
hnv-e n little Spanish town nestling near 
tho shadow of the Alhambra.

After Be HM Worn r*mt tie Five. 


tleed All D*r F»r Meatks, 


"When PaderewakloaiMtoLeeohedskT, 
la Vienna, It waa aa a concert performer 
who had already achieved sncoeM la Rus- 
sia and mastered an extend ve repertory," 
writes Cleveland Moffet of "The Man 
Who Taught Paderewfk!" in Tha ladies' 
Borne Journal. "LescbetUky heard him 
play for awhile and then aald: 'You have 
some very bad faults, but yon have talent. 
Ton have played too many things and 
nothing well enough. Your wrist la hard 
and stiff. If you come to me, yon must 
forget for six mouths that yon have a 
repertory. Yon must play nothing bat 
exercises for technique, six, hours)» day of 
exercises, and nothing else.' 


'•Paderewski thought the matter over 


and decided that he had the strength of 
will for this severe test and put himself 
entirely In Leschetlzky's hands. All day 
long for six months this finished concert 
performer worked away at the mechanics 
ot piano playing, at exercises specially de- 
vised for him by leschetlzky and some de- 
vised by him«clJf with reference to pecul- 
iarities of his own hands. Every evening 
he took a lesson at the professor's house, 
this being a mark of special favor, for 
with ordinary pupils all lessons end at 5 
in the afternoon, and one lesson in two 
weeks It the best that even the, most profl 
clent may attain. One hour, two hours. 
three hours these nightly lessons lasted, 
for Ixsehetirky gives no heed to time once 
his • 'rious. interest is arouo-d. These two 
men were together constantly. They took 
long walk*, they played hard fought 
games of billiards, both being adepts at 
the game; they talked incessantly, for 
Lesrhetlzky has a fluent tongue, and what 
the oUlor man knew of the sounding art 
he gave freely to the younger man, and 
that the disciple has given to the world."

Work of the Sosisea. 


It is a commonplace taught from nurs- 


ery to university that we see with our eyes, 
near with our ears and feel with thefia- 
gers. This Is the truth, but not the whole 
troth. IndlspensaM* as are the sense or- 
•ana In gaining aa acquaintance with tha 
world in which we live, yet they alone do 
not determine how extensive or how ae- 
ooratethat acquaintance shall be. There 
is a mind behind the eye and the ear and 
the finger tips which guides them la gath- 
ering Information and gives value and or- 
der to the exerdae of theasnaes. This la 
particularly true of vision, the most tatel- 
•Mtnal «f all the senses, tha one in wale... 
more acuteaees of the sense organ counts 
hast and the training In observation counts 
moat The eagle's eye see* farther, but 
our eyes tell us much more of what is seen. 


The eye U often compared to a photo- 


graphic camera, with iU eyelid cap, Its Iris 
shutter, Its lens and its sensitive plntn 
the retina. When properly adjusted tor 
distance and light, the Image is formed on 
the retina aeon the glass plate, and the 
picture is takes. So far the comparison Is 
helpful. But while the camera takes a pic- 
ture whenever and wherever the plate 
happens to be exposed the complete act of 
seeing requires some co-operation on the 
part of the mind. 


The retina may be exposed a thousand 


times and take bat few pictures, or per- 
haps it is 'better to say that the pictures 
may be taken, but remain undeveloped 
and evanescent The pictures that are de- 
veloped are stacked up, like the negatives 
in the photographer's shop, in the pigeon 
holes of our mental storerooms—some fad- 
ed and blurred, some poorly arranged or 
mislaid, some often referred to and fresh 
prlnt-> inadc therefrom, and some quite 
neglected —Professor Joseph Jastrow in 
Popular Science Monthly.

amout the dozen or so members of the 
state legislature living there when Rep- 
resentative T. M. Pugh of Duluth re- 
marked that he sat with Senator elect 
McCumber in the first North Dakota 
legislature to which McCumber was 
elected. This was in 1885, and Messrs. 
Pugh and McCumber represented the 
Fargo district 
"At that time." said 


Representative Pugh, who has also 
served two terms in the Minnesota legis 
lature, 
"McCumber 
was known as 


a bright young man and a great 
student. Early in the session McCumber 
attracted the interest of the state by his 
brilliant speeches in the house against 
woman suffrage and in favor of retaining 
the capital at Bismarck. After his speech 
on the capital question, Alei McKenzie, 
who is now in the city, went to McCum- 
ber, and, placing his band on the young 
man's shonder, said: 


'Young man, I will make you senator 


some day, if I can.' 


"And McKenzie," continued Mr. Pugh, 
has proved his abilit) to fulfill the 
promise. 16 that same legislature ateo 
sat Senator Frank Pettigrew, Congress- 
man Pickler, Senator Roach and other 
men still prominent in North Dakota 
politics." 


The BISIUBCK TRIBUNE of March 11. 


1886,-contains a synopsis of Mr. McCum- 
ber's famous speech on the capital re- 
moval bJl—Governor Pierce having ve- 
toed the scheme of the South Dakota 
warriors to take the capital back to 
Yankton. Mr. McCumber made a legal 
argument in defense of Bismarck, "pro- 
nounced by all who heard it," says the 
Taiainnc report, "as one of the best ar 
guments made on the floor of the house."

for the carpets and furniture in the capi- 
tol buUding"-and the North Dakota 
forces held the fort—Pettigrew weaken- 
ed—Gov.
